That’s the question organizers 
of community event Open Streets 
hope to answer again Saturday as 
they close neighborhood streets 
from Logan Square to Little Village

Spanning eight miles and five 
neighborhoods, the bicycle-friendly 
tour route offers more than exercise 
and a cool breeze. It goes through 
neighborhoods including Logan 
Square, Humboldt Park, Garfield 
Park, North Lawndale and Little 
Village. A bike isn’t required to make 


the trek, however, and you can come 
and go as you please.

They’re here— and they can’t get enough of the lake

Rolling waves and empty beaches: Todd Haugh can’t wait to go out on his 
surfboard this summer— without leaving Chicago. 

“I am looking forward to looking out in the water, seeing the swell come 
in and having the skyscrapers in the background,” the 34-year-old Bucktown 
resident said of hitting the waves at 57th Street Beach. “I think that will be 
pretty cool.” 

Surfing in Chicago? You’re not alone if you think it’s odd. Haugh gets that 
a lot. 

“Most of {my friends and family] think I am nuts, which is a very common 
response when you tell someone you surf the lake,” he said. “I think people 
understand it a little when you explain it, but the vast majority of people 
don’t understand it.”

Haugh himself didn’t get the idea to ride the lake 
waves until he was driving home one day a few 
years ago along Lake Michigan and noticed huge 
waves coming in. 

“I was like, ‘Man, that’s crazy’ and did a quick 
Google search and realized there was this culture,” 
the self-taught surfer said. And while he has ven- 
tured out to the ocean to surf many times, he said 
he makes no transition coming back to surfing on 
Lake Michigan. 

But Haugh isn’t the only Chicagoan grabbing 
a board. A growing number of surfers are using 
the lake to hang io, said Ryan Gerard, proprietor 
of Third Surf Coast Shop in New Buffalo, Mich. 
Though summer has been relatively flat for surf- 
ers, come fall many will flock to the water as 
Great Lakes surfing will be in its prime season. 
Gerard’s store has seen a steady increase in busi- 
ness-including shoppers from Chicago— since 
its launch in 2005, with his surfboard sales alone 
increasing by 20 percent last year, he said. And 
surfers in Chicago caught a break in June when 
boards on the lake became a legal reality after a 
decades-old ban was lifted. 

“We are always looking for ways to expand rec- 


reation in Chicago,” said Chicago Park District 
spokeswoman Jessica Maxey-Faulkner. “It is our 
goal to offer new things as much as possible.” 

From Labor Day to Memorial Day, the best 
season for Great Lakes surfers, surfing is allowed 
at Rainbow Beach, 57th Street Beach, Osterman 
Beach and Montrose Beach. During the rest of the 
year, or the main summer months, surfing will be 
allowed only at 57th Street Beach and Montrose 
Beach. 

So how does surfing in Chicago compare 
to the traditional locales such as Hawaii and 
California? 

The main differences are that the waves in lakes 
are smaller, less powerful and closer together, said 
Gerard, although he says waves have been docu- 
mented to reach 20 feet in Lake Michigan when 
the weather is right. Surfers prefer the fall when 
winds pick up, making the waters choppier but 
much colder. The water can dip down to a mere 
32 degrees with below-zero windchills, but Gerard 
said they still can surf “comfortably” in these con- 
ditions. The only deterrent to surfing throughout 
the winter would be ice. 

“But a wave is a wave no matter where you are,”

Gerard said. 

Mitch McNeil of Oak Park didn’t let 
the ban stop him from surfing, but he has 
recently been playing the waiting game. 

As he looked out over the blue-green 
Lake Michigan at the 57th Street Beach on a 
recent weekday morning, he acknowledged 


that he may be waiting a month or maybe 
even more to catch a good wave in Chicago 
due to a lack of strong wind, but eventually 
it will come. 

‘And I’ll be ready,” the 57-year-old said. He 
will be on the lookout every day for waves to 
surf, calling them “precious resources— not 
to be wasted.” 

Mike Urban, 44, of Orland Park, who was 
part of the effort to legalize surfing, said he 
wasn’t surfing as much as he would have 
liked due to the ban being implemented. 
But now the surfer is excited to be surfing 
so close to home and hopes to go out at least 
two days a week. 

“It is a real thrill to take a minute of the 
action and to see the Chicago skyline in the 
background and realize we are surfing in our

The Park way

The scene: Lincoln Park, home to 
brunch hotspots such as Perennial, 
Orange and Toast, has plenty of fancy- 
pants French toast and eggs Benedict. 
But newcomer Sarks in the Park adds 
a refreshing option 
for simpler, diner- 
style fare. This first 
outpost of long- 
time Evanston 
favorite Sarkis Cafe 
(the name Sarkis in 
the Parkis didn’t go 
over well, so they 
dropped the “i” 
here) features the 
same classic touches as the original, 
from juice served in plastic tumblers 
to shakers of Lawr/s Seasoning Salt on 
every table. 

Though Sarks’ motto is “World’s 
Best Breakfast,” we might tone it 
down to something like “Pretty good 
breakfast with a killer patio.” One of 
a bundle of small storefronts tucked 
below Emilio’s Tapas in the base of 


the Park West condos at Fullerton 
Parkway and Clark Street, Sarks’ big- 
gest asset is the spacious stretch of 
cement out front with seating for 50. 
By contrast, brick floors and cinder- 
block walls make the skinny storefront 
pretty un-cozy inside, 
though cocoa-colored 
banquettes, shiny 
tables and powder-blue 
walls project a clean- 
cut look. 

Weekends are draw- 
ing plenty of sun-seek- 
ers ready to chow down 
on diner classics during 
the day, as well as party 
people craving sustenance on the way 
home from a night out— Sarks keeps 
late-night hours Fridays and Saturdays. 

The cuisine: You could opt for one 
of a half-dozen omelets with standard 
fillings, but the Loretta sandwich 
($5.50), a breakfast sub named for a 
loyal customer at the original Sarkis, 
is the signature dish. Thin slices of 
French bread come filled with your 




choice of meat (bacon, ham or spiced 
house-made sausage— or all three 
on the appropriately named Animal, 
$10) plus melted cheese and a smear 
of mayo. The final touch is a pile of 
chopped tomatoes, green peppers and 
onions, which you can expect to shoot 
out from all sides mid-bite. Since it’s 
slightly smaller than a six-inch Subway 
sandwich, you can justify adding a side 
(at least that’s what we told ourselves), 


such as classic diner-style hashbrowns. 

A note for those who think brunch 
isn’t brunch without booze: While 
Sarks doesn’t plan to serve liquor, you 
can order inexpensive bloody marys, 
mimosas or screwdrivers ($3.99) from 
neighbor House of Hunan right from 
your table.

Kristinia DeBarge really couldn’t have 
had a better head start. 

The 19 -year-old daughter of James 
DeBarge, of ’80s R&B group DeBarge, 
she grew up around the business and 
teamed up with hitmaker Babyface five 
years ago to start planning her debut. 

“Exposed” (SodaPop/Island Def 
Jam) is the result of all that work, fea- 
turing her light, effortless vocals tack- 
ling a lot of sweet, pretty pop — much 
of which was written and/or produced 
by Babyface. No wonder it all seems 
pretty inevitable. 

DeBarge comes across as a street- 
wise Jordin Sparks with the stomping smash “Goodbye” 
and the new, more dance-oriented Rihanna-esque single 
“Sabotage.”

Keep on clunkin’ 

House approves $2 billion more for car trade program

WASHINGTON The House voted over- 
whelmingly Friday to rush $2 billion into 
the popular but financially strapped “cash 
for clunkers” car purchase program, heed- 
ing calls from consumers eager to keep 
taking advantage of thousands of dollars 
in trade-in incentives. 

House members approved the measure 
316-109 within hours of learning from 
Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood 
that the program was running out of 
money 

President Obama said he was encour- 
aged by the House action to keep alive 
a program that had “succeeded well 
beyond our expectations.” Senate action 
is likely next week, ensuring the program 
won’ be affected by the sudden shortage 
of cash. 

Rep. Steve Israel (D-N.Y.) said of the 


program: “This is a test drive, and people 
bought it big time.” 

House Majority Leader Steny Hoyer 
said the new money for the program 
would come from funds approved earlier 
in the year as part of an economic stimu- 
lus bill. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi (D- Calif.) 
said the cars purchased under the pro- 
gram were much more fuel-efficient than 
the bill requires. 

“Consumers have spoken with their 
wallets, and they’ve said they like this 
program,” said Rep. David Obey (D- 
Wis.). 

Some Republicans argued that 
Democrats were trying to jam the legis- 
lation through. A number of lawmakers 
also complained that many dealers have 
been left to contend with a chaotic gov- 
ernment-run program. 


“The federal government can’t process 
a simple rebate. I’ve got dealers who have 
submitted the paperwork three times 
and have gotten three rejections,” said 
Rep. Pete Hoekstra (R-Mich.). “What is 
a dealer supposed to do?” 

There had been a $1 billion budget for 
rebates for new car sales in the program 
that was officially launched last week and 
has been heavily publicized by automak- 
ers and dealers. 

The program offers owners of old cars 
and trucks $3,500 or $4,500 toward new, 
more fuel-efficient vehicles, in exchange 
for scrapping their old vehicles. 

Sen. Carl Levin (D-Mich.) said the 
administration assured lawmakers that 
“deals will be honored until otherwise 
noted by the White House.” But he sug- 
gested that “people ought to get in and 
buy their cars.” 




Where did 
the business 
travelers go?

NEW YORK Airfare wars and 
room-rate promotions are usu- 
ally aimed at vacationers, but 
airlines and hotels are resorting 
to similar tactics to regain their 
traditional cash cow— the busi- 
ness traveler. 

Corporate travelers, who pay 
higher airfares when they sit in 
the front cabins of planes or 
book close to the date of travel, 
are flying coach more often— or 
not traveling at all during the 
recession. And their employ- 
ers are booking fewer halls and 
blocks of rooms, leaving many 
hotels pining for the sizable and 
reliable revenue that business 
meetings used to generate. 

Partly as a result, several 
major airlines were expected to 
post losses for the April-June 
quarter. And hotel revenue— 
which fell sharply in the first 
quarter from a year earlier— is 
not expected to show much improvement in the sec- 
ond quarter, either. Boston-based aviation consultant 
Mark Kiefer of CRA International said the economy is 
keeping a lid on business travel this year. 

“We have a case of certain sectors that were consum- 
ers of a lot of business travel, like banking and so forth,” 
Kiefer said. “The other issue we are grappling with are 
expectations. There is a lot of uncertainty about when 
the economy will turn around and by how much.” 

Travel companies are using a range of strategies to lure 
business travelers. Hotels are offering bonus room nights, 
free snacks and drinks, and more flexibility on booking 
and cancellation policies. Airlines have been offering dis- 
counted upgrades and business-oriented fare sales. 

Discounts have helped lure some vacationers back 
onto the road. Deutsche Bank analyst Chris Woronka 
noted that, while U.S. revenue per available room, a 
key gauge of the hotel industry’s performance, was still 
down by a double-digit percentage since late June, it has 
shown a marked improvement because summer leisure 
demand has picked up. 

For now, many companies are cutting back. Drew 
Ramsey, a 33-year-old information security manager in 
Phoenix who is a Southwest Airlines frequent flier, says 
his company has essentially shut down business travel. 

‘Any business travel has to be a necessity; otherwise 
people are being asked to use videoconferencing or tele- 
conferences,” Ramsey said.
